?uesijuna, iJTcciiiig the clrr^y and their 
uuetium, tuid lo tiecide on the accuracy 
of alatcmeriia, iu Lhe abaenue of any 
directly autuorited aouree of itifurntatiun, 
we have thought it moat contonaal with 
our duty to the public to dedioe the in- 
aertioo of all auch loinmuuicaltona, 
whether from clergy or laity. We 
are couudrat that the eery groit 
aaiamoiuui cbargea and miirepreaeittationa 
which make (heir weekly appearance in 
a pub icatiou of thil city , are penned from 
the to]* motive of niniettnng to a 
riliated appetite fur detractory food, and 
•hat ibey ate treated with merited con- 
tempt by the aenaible portion or the com- 
tnunity ; and, therefore, it it quit* unoe- 
ceatary for ui to intet post with explana- 
tioni and contnauictiona. To do to would, 
in fad, be giving importance to that 
which, in itatlf, is innocuoua. 

That it ii Lhe anxionawuh of the Buhopof 
Auaiaat-ia to promote the comfort and the 
IntererU of hi i clergy, and that be ia ad- 
mirably fitted by peculiar qualification a 
for tbe high o*ke which be tUla, will not 
be denied by any whoee judgment would 
be thought em it Ltd to reapect. With on* 
or two exceptiona only, and those in- 
tuncei in which t« eiiaitical cenaure 
baa been provoked by a departure from 
preacribrd regularity, we have reaaun 
to believe that the elrrfj generally 
far I perfect aaliifaction aa to tbe maimer 
in whiw tht Dmceae ii ruled. We iboQld 
not liave pretumed lo offer thil inadequate 
attenttian to the oScial character of lite 
Blitior, wet* it not lull 



Clutch of EnfrkBd tnd ho intfilctiool (n 
thia colony, from tbe uncontradicted aa- 
leTtioni and wilful perve-wooj lo which 
allusion hu been made, are diipoaed lo bt 
angry at our refuwl to lend lhe columna 
of the Herald to their difeniiva eputlei.

We tnatl, however, be altrayi 
moat ready lo receive atilheulicated refu- 
tation! or chargei affecling either tbe 
pereonal character of lhe clergy, or their 
efforti to promote the temporal aid ipiri- 
tuil wr I fire of thia community, 

Tbe authority of the Biihop 
to adjudge in clerical ofencee bu 
tjueatiantd and denied fay 
to whole judgment, from their 
and profession, we might 
perhipi be eipetlctl lo pay Nine defer- 
ence ; bat the recent deciilon in the Pin- 
ceaan Court ia the cue uf Mr. Dorrtia, 
hu aatitfied u, that there it no deficiency 
of power to eltit with suitable pemliMt 
acta or delinquency on the part of the 
clergy. The crime, thua viaited, with ill 
attendant eircnnuUncti, ii revolting in 
the extreme, and if, we believe, but 
rarely exhibited. It but, however, com- 
pletely Krved to convince ui of the mild - 
nrit, and the tery great torbearaace raa- 
nihated in tbe Kpieoopai aoperintendence 
of thil Uiocere, and how oppnaitl to 
truth it the uiertion thai if ii oppreniiv 
and tyrannical. 

One or twa reftectioni hare arisen In 
•in i mindi on a pemul of the add rem de> 
liver ed in this Court in relation to the 
Acta of the Briliih Parliament for the 
enforcing of B clenastical discipline. 
The rtiaiioF remarks—" It is not for ma 
to decide pnaiiively whether thoM Acta 
ait or are not in force in thil colony. At 
any rate I do not with them . I lake 
nothing from them , I do not need 
them," The right which hij Lordihip 
claimi the privilege or exerciiing— the 
light uf "instituting a judicial enquiry 
intolbe conduct of the clergy," ii made 
to r«H on "divine authority." We do 
not deny the exiatence of ihil right, but 
inaamucb u it appertaini tn lhe uUke of 
a ttiahop io here nfly, why, we are ala bal 
' to conjecture, aWld it be thongbl afe- 
lirflble and net4fui to legiitate fur the 
United Church of England and Ireland, 
and nut dtiira ble and need/tit for 
the Diocese of Australia. That 
leg illative aneclment mi never de- 
iigned to tuptrtede Epiicopal auihority, 
we can readily believe. It! dcaign, 
duulitleu, wu to control ar to rtgulat* 
ill rxerciie cunnitenlly with the endt of 
justice. Infallibility attache! not to the 
1 puc opal office, and therefore it would 
ippeir tn be eutntial, ai well to the pro- 
tection uf the oppreaiad u to tbe con- 
viction of the guilty, thvt certain limrly 
<nXi should be afforded by aUtute 
law, i.e., by the temporal Courts 
We are coukiuui the B untie doei not
